The news was good for Boyne City 
Public Schools, when the final tally 
came in at last week’s official Fourth 
Wednesday Count Day. Students in 
the district added up to a total of 
1,330, an actual number that, when 
blended with the count from last Feb- 
ruary, will be used to determine the 
dollars afforded to the school through 
the State’s per-student foundation 
grant funding. That blended number, 
according to schools superintendent 
Jim Cooper, is 1,313, up three stu- 
dents from the 1,310 the school pro- 


. jected in this year’s budget. 


“We're pleased, of course,” Coo- 
per said, adding that the numbers are 
still unaudited, and will likely be put 
through the auditing process by the 
CharEm Intermediate School District 
in the next couple of weeks. 

In recent years, graduating larger 
classes than were entering at the kin- 
dergarten level, the district has been 
starting off with a deficit. With a 
graduating class in 2004 of 104 stu- 
dents, and an entering kindergarten 
class with “over 100” students this

year, that number has finally evened 

ut. “We made up that difference, and 
we're three to the good as far as [this 
year’s] budget is concerned,” Cooper 
said. “That puts us in pretty good 
shape.” 


IN BOYNE FALLS, the count 
numbers have also exceeded the pro- 
jected numbers this year, by four stu- 
dents, a number that’s been bolstered 
by an increasing population of 
“school of choice” students entering 
the district. The district, according to 


school superintendent Gary Urman, 
tallied a total of 337 students on count 
day, having budgeted for 333. 

The increase in numbers is a trend 
for the district, which is currently 
undertaking a major expansion 
project to accommodate an ever- 
growing student population. While 
the choice students are more than 
welcome, Urman hopes that the 
growth will continue to include new 
students within the district as well. 
“We've got some development here 
in the district going on,” he said.

Help victims of 
domestic abuse 


TO THE EDITOR: 


“Help!” “Call O11!”. 

This is what we normally expect to hear when someone 
is in trouble and needs help, It is clear what steps we need 
to take to assist this person. However, it is not always ob- 
vious how to respond to a domestic abuse survivor whose 
call for help is usually much more subtle. When your sis- 
ter quietly tells you that her boyfriend constantly calls her 
names and criticizes her; a friend confides that her hus- 
band gave her the black eye; or your daughter shares that 
she doesn’t dare speak to another man because her boy- 
friend is so jealous, it can be difficult to know what to do 
or say. 

The Women’s Resource Center (WRC) hopes this infor- 
mation will assist you in supporting someone you know 
who may be a survivor of domestic abuse. 

* Show respect by treating her in a way that allows her 
to decide what her needs are and how to meet them, 

¢ Tell her: “I care about you.” “I am afraid for your 
safety.” “Iam afraid for the safety of your children.” “I am 
here for you.” “You don’t deserve to be abused.” 

* Allow her to honestly share her feelings without the 
fear of disappointing you or losing your support. 

* Support her in making decisions she is comfortable 
with, 

* Help her rebuild her self-esteem and self-confidence 
by recognizing and focusing on her strengths, 

* Discuss all options with her. 

* Encourage her to seek out support groups and coun- 


-seling. Remember the decisions she makes must be her 


own because she is the one who ultimately must live with 
them. 
* Seek support from your local domestic abuse program. 


: Professionals are there to support you, as well as the survi- 


vor. 
The WRC refers to victims/survivors as female because 
numerous studies reveal the reality that the majority of vic- 
tims are female. We hope, however, this information will 
be helpful to men who are experiencing abuse, as well as 
individuals in abusive gay and lesbian relationships.

Medal of Honor Recipient Major General Patrick Brady 
said “If the Flag is good enough to cover a coffin, it is 
good enough to protect.” While American soldiers are 
establishing democracy in Iraq, and American fawmak- 
ers praise their sacrifice and dedication to duty, isn’t it 
ironic that some of these same lawmakers are turning their 
backs on Old Glory, the very symbol of the values we 
fight to preserve? 

The Flag Amendment, SJR-4, which restores the right 
of Congress to protect our Flag, is at risk of becoming the 
victim of shameful political gamesmanship. The Flag 
Amendment has the support of 80 percent of the Ameri- 
can people and every state legislature has petitioned for 
its passage. The House of Representatives has passed it 
five times. Yet, SJR-4 was stuck in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. Several US Senators recently boycotted Ju- 
diciary meetings in an effort to stall the Flag amendment 
in committee. But a grassroots campaign changed that 
when tens of thousands of e-mails, calls and letters were 
received by the Senators. 

Within days the Flag amendment moved out of com- 
mittee and awaits Senate floor action. 

Now, we must ensure the vote will take place in Sep- 
tember and get the Senators on record, Many of them want 
to stall the vote until after the November elections so they 
won't be accountable to their constituents. We must lift 
our voices in the fight to return to Congress our right to 
protect “Old Glory” and give her the honor and respect 
she deserves. The Flag amendment is within three votes 
of succeeding! 

We need to send a clear message to the opponents, such 
as Carl Levin, to stop stalling and take a stand and vote! 
We need to tell our Senator, who discounts the will of the 
people and belittles his colleagues who champion Flag 
protection to either step forward in support, or step back 
out of the way. Let the people decide, eee the ratifi- 
cation process. - 

It’s urgent that Senator Carl Levin hear from you in the 
next few days and tell him “we already. know the count. 
You need to make it official. Take a stand and VOTE.” 
We cannot continue to allow the courts to be the final 
judge in our right to protect the Flag! Your support means 
traditional values — the values our country was founded 
on — will be upheld.

The drive begins on M- 
32 highway which will take 
you past the new East Jor- 
dan Community Park, air- 
port and city of East 
Jordan’s Industrial Park, 

Continue on M-32 until 
you reach the Charlevoix/ 
Antrim County line; turn 
left onto Pesek Road. You 
will pass one of the historic 
farmsteads built by the 
Pesek family which is now 
the Stonehedge Fiber Mill. 
Just past Stonehedge; you 
will pass the St. John 
Nepomucene Pioneer Cem- 
etery. If you choose to stop 
and visit the cemetery, see 
if you can find the tomb of 
the unknown pioneer. At 
the Pesek and Bergmann 
Road intersection follow 
pavement to the right. At 
the end of Bergmann Road, 
cross M-32 to St. Johns 
Road. Stop and view the 
magnificent Bohemian 
church, 

After a stop at St. John’s, 
back in the vehicle and out 
to M-32. turn right (east) on 
to M-32 to continue your 
tour. On your left you will 
see the St. John’s Praha 
Cemetery. 

For a shorter tour, turn 
right on to Adams Road 
approximately one mile 
from St. John’s Church. 
This road will take you over 
rolling hills and past farms, 
fields and forests for a sce- 
nic glimpse of yesteryear. 
Adams Road will bring you 
to Old State Road which 
crosses the Jordan River 
and then M-66 highway. 
You can return to East Jor- 
dan turning right (north) on 
M-66 or continue on Old 


State Road. * 
Driving on, no tour of the 


Jordan Valley would be 
complete without a tour and 
trip to Deadman’s Hill 
(where restrooms are avail- 
able), Deadman’s Hill is the 
trailhead for several hiking 
paths into the Jordan Val- 
ley. You'll drive by the El- 
jireh farm’s beautiful stone 
barn where lambs and emu 
are seen grazing in the slop- 
ing pastures. The Warner 
Creek Pathway (maps at 
Chamber office) is also off 
M-32 on the right. The 
pathway features great hik- 
ing, and cross country ski- 
Ing opportunities. 

The countryside is full of 
color on all sides of vary- 
ing shades and depth. At the 
M-32 and US-131 intersec- 
tion, turn right onto US- 
Pay. 

*Optional* Just past the 
turn to Gaylord, you will 
turn right onto the Jordan 
River Road (dirt road). The 
trip on this road is a great 
way to see the Jordan River 
if you don’t mind traveling 
on a narrow, dirt road with 
unpredictable road condi- 
tions. This road gets you 
into the Jordan Valley, but 
will not take you to 
Deadman’s Hill. It is sug- 
gested that you have a Jor- 
dan River Pathway map for 
this trip, available at the 
Chamber office. 

If you do not head into 
the Valley, proceed on US- 
131 to Deadman’s Hill 
Road (on the right). Watch 
for sign. Park your vehicle 
and prepare for one of the 
most beautiful sights in the 
Midwest; a short hike down 
the marked pathway will 
have you viewing 
Deadman’s Hill and the 
breathtaking Jordan Valley. 

Once back on the road 
and out to US-!31, turn 
right and proceed down 
highway to Turner Road. 


Turn right off highway onto 
Turner Road to visit the 
Jordan River Fish Hatchery 
(handicap accessible). 
‘Turner Road is a dead-end, 
winding, paved road featur- 
ing plenty of color. The 
Fish Hatchery hours are 7 
a.m, to 3:30 p.m. daily, and 
the visitor information cen- 
ter is open 24 hours, seven 
days a week. Restrooms, 
coffee, and hot chocolate 
are available. If you chose, 
you can go into the Jordan 
Valley here (dirt road - see 
Pathway Map if you choose 
this option). 

If not, travel out to US- 
131, and turn right, At the 
US-131 and C-42 junction, 
turn right off 131 at the 
blinker light. Head down 
C-42 to Alba Road. Turn 
right onto Alba Road. An- 
other breathtaking sight is 
right off of the Alba Road 
on Harvey Road, known as 
“Landslide Overlook.” The 
overlook is approximately 
one and a half miles down 


Harvey Road. An abso- 
lutely spectacular view of 
the valley awaits you after 
parking your vehicle and 
walking a short distance. 


After visiting the overlook, . 


head back to Alba Road, 
turn right onto Alba Road. 
Follow until M-66, and turn 
right. Travel down M-66, 
turn left onto Old State 
Road. Rolling hills, curvy 
road full of beautiful over- 
looks. Turn right onto 
Finkton Road, which will 
run into Kidder Road where 
you will come up to another 
beautiful overlook. The 
sight is across from a farm, 
features a beautiful gully, 
rolling hills, breathtaking 
colors. Be cautious of traf- 
fic, as there is no designated 
turn-off or parking. 

From there, continue on 
past the historic Bennett 
School on your left, and the 
back side of the Hughs 
Trout Farm. At the end of

Nature Preserve on your 
right, and on your left is the 
Wagbo Peace Center then 
on to East Jordan.

T he 2004 Michigan apple harvest is well under 
way, and despite a cool, wet summer, the state’s 
1,000 apple growers are anticipating large-size 
apples with excellent flavor, according to the Michigan 
Apple Committee, the industry’s market development 
organization. 

By the end of October, Michigan apple growers and 
their crews expect to hand-pick nearly 20 million bush- 
els of apples. _ 

“While excellent Michigan apples are available for 10 
months of the year, fall is really the best time to get out 
said 
Denise Yockey, executive director of the Michigan Apple 
Committee. “Some apples are very short-lived in the mar- 
ketplace due to limited supplies, so you need to buy them 


The nation’s third largest producer of apples, Michi- 
gan grows 22 varieties of apples on a commercial basis, 
which is likely more than any other state. State figures 
report another 40 types of antique apples or emerging 
varieties that are being grown at a small number of farms. 

Michigan's apple harvest began in August with Paula 
Red, Ginger Gold, and other popular late-summer apples. 
In September, harvest picks up steam as growers begin 
picking Gala, Honeycrisp, Jonago}d, McIntosh, 
Jonathons, Red and Golden Delicious, and Empire 
apples. In October, Jonagold, Rome, Ida Red, Fuji, Wine- 
sap, Braeburn, and Northern Spy round out the harvest, 
which usually concludes around Halloween.

Running back Kyle Peters rushed for 201 yards 
on 26 carries, scored two touchdowns and added 
one two point conversion to lead the East Jordan 
varsity football team to a 34-12 homecoming vic- 
tory over Harbor Springs on Saturday, Oct, 2. 

Peters also gave the large and supportive home- 
coming crowd a treat by connecting with team- 
mate Andrew Streufert on a halfback pass scoring 
strike in the second half of the game. 

“Kyle had the great holes to run through, but 
when he gat to the second level he made that guy 
miss, which helped him get a couple of long runs,” 
said East Jordan coach Kris Ernst. Ernst also 
praised his offensive line for creating the gaps say- 
ing, “They played really well and opened up some 
big holes.” 

The Red Devils did almost all of their damage 
on the ground, with 346 total rushing yards which 
put together three first half scoring drives starting 
on their own 45, 35 and 14 yard lines. 

Quarterback Tom Krause got the Red Devils 
started with a 25-yard touchdown dash on the 
opening drive of the game. After the Rams coun- 
tered with a tying touchdown on their first pos- 
session, Peters scored for the first time from 22 
yards out and then added the two-point conver- 
sion to make it a 14-6 East Jordan lead after one 
period, In the second quarter Josh Cooper reached 
the end zone on a two-yard plunge to give East 
Jordan a 20-6 halftime advantage. A pair of third 
quarter strikes by Peters, a 16 yard pass to Streufert 
and a three yard run, made the score 34-6 going 
into the final quarter. 

Krause (four rushes, 57 yards) and Cooper (three 
rushes, 19 yards) added to the rushing attack, while 
Streufert totaled 26 yards with three catches. 


On the defensive side of the ball, Nate Richter 
led the team with 12 tackles and Streufert had 
seven tackles, while Justin Wilson, Jack Kramer, 
Kyle Daneff and Cody Thayer ail chipped in with 
six takedowns each. 

East Jordan (3-3 overall, 2-2 Lake Michigan 
Conference) will travel to Kalkaska this Friday 
night.

Look “BEYOND JURASSIC 
PARK” AT RAVEN Hitt | 


Anyone who's been to Raven Hill recently can attest 
io the evolution of the property in recent months, from 
he relocated parking lot to the new and improved 
cntryway. A big part of that changing landscape, how- 
ever, is being occupied by a new outdoor exhibit, Be- 
yond Jurassic Park, a timeline pathway that takes visi- 
lors on a geological trek through Michigan’s, and the 
earth's, history. 

the project began years ago, really, according to 
Raven Hill co-founder Cheri Leach, with an indoor ex- 
hibit in 1995 utilizing a grant from the Frey Foundation 
to create a collection of artist’s interpretations of 
Michigan’s geological history. Area artists were invited 
to take part, choosing a time period and working in 
whatever media suited their purpose. 

The works, once completed, were utilized in conjunc- 
tion with a puppet theatre that included puppets to teach 
about geologic history, focusing on species beyond the 
dinosaur. Here, nearly 10 years later, that geologic vi- 
sion has taken on life-sized proportions on the grounds 
at Raven Hill. “I’ve always had a timeline idea,’ Leach 
said of the project. “though I was envisioning man’s 
history at that time” rather than pre-man. 

Still, the “Beyond Jurassic” timeline idea evolved both

As construction projects are completed at the East

‘ome spring, will blossom with colorful blooms, includ- 
ui pladiolus, tulips, datfodils, irises, and crocus. More 
iants will likely be added, and Volibach said she asked 
‘or perennial flowers, because “every year they come 
ack, like Eva came back every year [to the classroom].” 

Arranging an informal planting time last week, 
Vollbach and her mom, Shirley, known far and wide as 
the creative costumer for her daughter’s directoral ef- 
forts with the EJ Thespians, were surprised by an over- 
whelming turnout. “Between 30-40 [people} showed up, 
teachers from every building, students and their siblings,” 
Vollbach said. Some students wrote messages on tags, 
which were then planted, emblazoned with words to the 
little dog, like “I miss you Eva,” and “I hope you like 
your flowers.” 

‘A couple kids each brought one little tiny bulb, and 
said “Miss V, I have to plant this for Eva,’” Vollbach 
said, And they did.

from thoughts of Cheri and her husband and Raven Hill 
co-founder Tim Leach, as well as input from those around 
them, “We started getting memorial funds, and people 
like to give memorials for trees,” Leach said. “It’s some- 
thing very permanent.” So, drawing from that notion, 
the first piece of Beyond Jurassic was born, creating a 
permanent space in which trees, species related to pre- 
historic ones, are part of the exhibit. 

Through generous donations of money, materials and 
time, the path has taken form, and been brought to life. 
From area residents to school kids, anumber of commu- 
nity members have had a hand in the multiple facets of 
the pathway, which will, when completed, include such 
things as a representation of a 20-foot sloth and a com- 
parison and contrast of the mastodon and mammoth spe- 
cies. “We will continue to be learning things, the more 
that we add,” Leach said. 

The pathway will not only be utilized independently 
by visitors, but will be incorporated into the many edu- 
cational programs Raven Hill hosts for area school kids. 
“Everything we do, we ask ourselves, how does it con- 
nect science, history, art, and if it does, then we run with 
it,” Leach said.
